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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but are not persuasive. 

Applicant alleges that that the conductive polymer does not inherently exhibit p-type conduction or n-type conduction (page 6, lines 1 5+). 
However,the recited claim language "exhibiting p-type conduction," or "exihibiting n-type conduction," is interpretted to have a different 
meaning than "being of p-type conductivity," or "being of n-type conductivity." The specific term "exhibiting" is interpretted to mean anything 
that could potentially show any attribute of p-type conductivity or potentially show any attribute of n-type conductivity since only "at least a 
part of the electrical circuit... [exhibits] p-type conduction or n-type conduction." Kim et al. disclose an electrolyte that is used in an electrical 
circuit having a layer that includes boron or phosphorus. Even though the disclosed conductive material may exhibit low conduction, the 
material comprises boron and phosphorous and would thus appear to exhibit either n-type or p-type conduction (see paragraph 0042-0043 
and see paragraph 0047, porous support or micro channels is used a receptive layer) and thus the conductive material disclosed by Kim et 
al. appears to meet the claims. 

Applicant further alleges that Kim et al. conductive polymer would not be considered as an electrical circuit because it is classified 
elsewhere (page 1 1 , lines 4-1 7). However, the claims are interpretted under broadest reasonable construction to which any relevant 
references may apply and as such, classification is not primary to determining patentability based off of such relevant references teachings. 

It is for at least the above reasons that the rejection is considered proper and is maintained. 
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
